REPORT OF THE ROAD COMMISSIONERS ON HIGH- 
LAND STREET. 

On petition of William F. Draper and others to lay out 
Highland street. After giving all parties interested due no- 
tice, and a hearing having been held, in accordance with 
Statutes, we have taken action in the matter, and would re- 
port to the town, for its acceptance, Highland. street, as fol- 
lows: Beginning at a point on the southerly side of Main 
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street at the north-east corner of land of 8. A. Andrew, 
thence south 40 deg. 15 min., east 656.60 feet to an angle; 
thence north 60 deg. 36 min., east 560.00 feet to the westerly 
side of Daniels street; the last named course forming an 
angle of 90 deg. with said Daniels street. 

The line herein described being the westerly line of said 
Highland street, being parallel and 40 feet distant from the 
easterly line. 

All in accordance with plan herewith, made by H. L. 
Dunn, C. E., dated February 23, 1905, and which forms a part 
of this report.

Pursuant to warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in 
town affairs, met at Town Hall, and punctually at nine 
o’clock were called to order by the clerk of said town, who 
read the warrant, and under 


Article 1. Mr. F. J. Dutcher was chosen moderator with 
the use of the check list.

Mr. E. 8. Draper in behalf of the committee appointed to 
look into the matter relating to better facilities for the fire 
department, said he could only report progress, and had no 
recommendations to offer. In his statement he said the com- 
mittee had had several meetings, had talked over the matter 
of new fire station and equipment, that this plan would cost 
the town in the neighborhood of $40,000.00, which seemed a 
large expenditure for this purpose, that modern ideas in fire 
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fighting, tended toward automatic engines on -automobile 
lines, and spoke of article 18 in the warrant regarding the - 
$200.00 asked for, that it was the intention of the committee 
to have some of their members visit places which owned ma- 
chines along this line, to ascertain if possible if they were 
satisfactory. 

Article 4. Voted: That the chair appoint a committee 
of nine, who shall retire and recommend a list of appropria- 
tions for the year ensuing.

Voted: That for the purpose of procuring a 
temporary loan to and for the use of the town of Hopedale, 
in anticipation of the taxes of the present municipal year, the

Article 18. Voted: To raise and appropriate the sum of 
$200.00 to pay expenses of the committee on improvements in 
the fire department. 


Article 19. Voted: To re-surface Freedom street, from 
William to Dutcher street, and raise and appropriate the sum 
of $4,000.00 therefor.

Herewith are extracts from the 
Revised Laws of Massachusetts, Vol. I., Chap. 29. 

Sxction 3. Physicians and midwives shall on or before 
the fifth day of each month report to the clerk of each city or 
town a correct list of all children born therein during the pre- 
ceding month at whose birth they were present, stating the 
date and place of each birth, the name if any, of the child, its 
sex and color, and the name, place of birth, and residence of 
the parents, the maiden name of the mother, and the occupa- 
tion of the father. If the child is illegitimate, the name of, 
and other facts relating to, the father shall not be stated, ex- 
cept at the request in writing of both father and mother, filed 
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with the return. The fee of the physician or midwife shall 
be twenty-five cents for each birth so reported, which shall be 
paid by the city or town where the report is made, upon pre- 
sentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate from 
the city or town clerk, stating that said births have been 
properly reported to him. A physician or midwife who ne- 
glects to report such list on or before the fifteenth day of the 
month shall for each offence forfeit not more than twenty-five 
dollars. 

Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the city or town in which such child is born.

The general work done on the park property during the 
year includes improvements at the bath house, the interior of 
which has been stained, and in which additional dressing 
rooms have been furnished. A float and spring board have 
been provided. Sand was drawn onto the ice during the 
winter, so that it could settle and furnish a better bottom for 
the bathers. With the co-operation of ladies offering their 
services aS matrons, we arranged for use of the bath house 
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facilities by women and girls two afternoons each week. 
During the season there were 3100 baths taken by males, 222 
by females. The largest number in one day for males was 
116, for females 37. The smallest number on any day was 12 
for males, and five for females. The bath house was only open 
for use by women on August 38rd, or the number of bathers 
for females would have been much larger. The bath house 
has certainly proved a highly appreciated utility. 

There having been frequent aecidents on the pond dur- 
ing the skating season, the park commissioners wish it dis- 
tinctly understood that they take no responsibility whatever 
for safety of the ice at any time. We have, however, 
placed several large planks at various points on the shore, to 
be used in assisting those breaking through the ice, and one 
of these planks has already been of material service. 

The erecting of tenements near the bath house made it 
necessary to do considerable grading to match with the 
changes and improvements on the adjoining territory. The 
changes are extensive and make a marked betterment in both 
properties. 

During the year we have arranged a complete system of 
pathways on the eastern side of the pond from the bath house 
to the ‘second bridge’ so called, with a branch from Dutcher 
street and connecting side path loops. Care has been taken 
to provide dry footing through the swamps and brooks, and 
this whole region is now available for foot passengers at any 
period of the year. We find many availing themselves of the 
opportunity to use these paths, and thereby form acquaintance 
with a very interesting portion of the park reservation. 

On the playground, we have built two dirt tennis courts 
of the most approved construction, and they have been well 
patronized throughout the season. There is usually a large 
waiting list of those desirous of using the courts, both after- 
noon and evening. 

The care of the various park properties owned by the 
town involves continuous supervision, and our park superin- 
tendent also serves as a police official, providing the upper 
part of the town with police protection at the expense of the 
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park department. He also has been appointed a deputy game 
warden. We call attention to the fact that hunting is not 
allowed on the park properties, and that the superintendent 
has orders to arrest anyone killing game of any kind on the 
property, or for bringing weapons into the park property. A 
large amount of labor is necessarily employed in keeping the 
play-ground in proper shape during the summer, and labor is 
used to advantage in the winter in thinning out trees and 
brush on the woodland property. This latter labor practi- 
cally pays for itself through the wood sold. 

Some grading and filling is still required on the land be- 
tween the pond and Dutcher street, opposite the play-ground. 
We need a new band-stand, the present one having been built 
for temporary use only. At some future time it may be ad- 
visable to have a boat house under control of the commis- 
Sioners, and on the park property, but we have no immediate 
recommendation to make in this line.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE ScHooL ComMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 

I herewith submit my fourth annual report, which is the 
twelfth report of the superintendent of schools. 

There have been no startling innovations or revolutionary 
changes in the Hopedale schools during the past year. We 
are still using Colburn’s Mental Arithmetic and are giving a 
large share of the time to fundamentals. While the progress 
has been along conservative lines, it has been none the less 
marked. This is particularly true of the high school. The 
addition of a third teacher on part time has enabled us to im- 
prove the course of study by adding German and a thorough 
review of mathematics. It has added to the length of the 
recitation periods, and decreased the number of subjects each 
teacher has had to prepare, thereby making each teacher’s 
work more effective. The natural result has been increased 
enthusiasm on the part of the pupils, and fewer failures to at- 
tain the high standard set. There have been no with- 
drawals, and of those who entered last fall without condi- 
tions, none have failed to do the required work. 

The size of the entering class, bringing the school to 
nearly fifty members, has emphasized the fact that the build- 
ing will soon have to be enlarged to meet the demands put 
upon it. As our present ninth grade is small, the hemes) 
ment can well be postponed for a year at least. 

To secure greater efficiency in the management of the 
grammar school the eighth and ninth grades have been seated 
together, and while no attempt has been made to make the 
teaching in those grades departmental, the change has given 
the principal more time to attend to the routine duties de- 
volving on a principal. 

A definite attempt has been made the past year to 
strengthen the force of moral instruction in our schools. At 
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a teachers’ meeting the moral value of each subject in the 
course was pointed out, and the teachers were urged to pre- 
pare each lesson with this value clearly in mind. In this de- 
partment of instruction, however, the teachers are powerless 
to affect the best results without the help of the parents. As 
an illustration of this need for co-operation I would mention 
the growing practice among the boys of playing marbles “for 
keeps.” Were the financial gain or loss the only feature of 
this evil, it would be unworthy of mention in a report of this 
kind. Could the parents witness a game of “skinny” in pro- 
gress, note the tricks employed to be a winner rather than a 
looser, hear the loud, often profane conversation _ inci- 
dent to the game, see the older boys win the marbles of the 
smaller ones, lam certain they would not only forbid their 
sons to play for keeps, but would refuse to furnish the 
“sinews of war.” Ihave no wish to make mountains out of 
mole hills, but I would submit this question to thoughtful 
parents. Isn’t it better to send your boy into the world pro- 
tected from the allurements of graft, get-rich-quick concerns 
and bucket shops by his conscience rather than by legislative 
enactment? Should the answer be “Yes” we bespeak your aid 
lest the tendencies of the boy become the habits of the man. 


A pleasing and profitable feature of the work the past 
year has been the gathering of the teachers in the joint dis- 
trict to be addressed on some practical topic by superinten- 
dents from neighboring towns. Three such meetings were 
held. The speakers and their topics were Supt. F. S. Brick 
of Uxbridge on “The Automatic Principle in Education,” 
Supt. 8. F. Blodgett of Framingham on “School Room Prob- 
lems,” and Supt. V. V. Thompson of Hopkinton on “Geogra- 
phy.” 

There have been but two changes in the teaching force, 
Miss Phemister resigning from South Hopedale to accept a 
position at Medford, her home city, and Miss Herrick sever- 
ing her connection with our schools in June. Miss Edith I. 
Merriam was elected to the vacancy at South Hopedale, and 
Miss Josephine W. Chute was elected to the double position 
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of teacher of drawing in the grades and assistant teacher at 
the high school. | 

I desire to express my appreciation of the faithful work 
of all the teachers, and to thank them for loyalty and assist- 
ance. 

The thanks of the teachers are also tendered the towns- 
people for the success of the Art Exhibition recently held, 
whereby a goodly sum was raised for schoolroom decoration. 

The appended statistics require little comment. The 
most gratifying features are the marked decrease in the tardy 
marks and increase in the number of visitors. 

I wish to thank the members of the committee for many 
courtesies, and the citizens for encouragement and good will.

MUSIC TEACHER’S REPORT. 


Mr. H. F. Taytor, Superintendent of Schools. 

Dear Sir :— 

In compliance with your request I herewith give a brief 
account of my work the past year. The course in music has 
been conducted along the same lines as formerly, there being 
few new departures. We have kept the same aim in view, 
and a spirit of willingness to co-operate in reaching our ideal, 
has been manifested among the teachers. 

The lessons of the week are always carefully planned 
previous to their presentation, and a record kept of the work 
accomplished by each class. 

Great care has been urged upon the pupils to secure a 
smooth, beautiful tone, rather than a volume of sound. 

The importance of the first years of work in music can- 
not be over-estimated. Each year children enter our schools 
who are unable to sing more than two or three notes. Expe- 
rience has proved that these little ones can. be taught to sing 
the scale in good tune, besides learning many songs before 
they leave the primary grade. 

Occasionally there is a pupil without power to locate the 
tones of the scale, or to comprehend their relationship. Such 
find little pleasure in music, for the enjoyment does not come 
from the mere naming of notes, but from the ability to hear 
and reproduce the tones represented by the notes. 

However, the majority of pupils find much pleasure in 
their school music, and as a rule I am pleased with the en- 
thusiasm which prevails, and the progress shown. 

The earnest, faithful efforts of the teachers have been an 
inspiration to the scholars, and a great help to the special 
teacher. 

Hours for music lessons remain the same as on previous 
years. It would be gratifying if the parents and friends 
would visit us occasionally and see for themselves what we 
are doing.

Dear Sir :— 

Drawing is so taught now all over the country tbat a 
new supervisor need make few changes in the general plan of 
the work. 

In the primary grades the work includes representation 
of flowers, animals, and toys, things of particular interest 
to the young child, and simple compositions in design. 

The intermediate and grammar grades deal more seri- 
ously with representation, studying proportions more care- 
fully, and in the upper grades the principles of perspective. 
In these grades simple mechanical work is done, and the prin- 
ciples of design studied and applied. 

At the high school the first year is spent on Rete 
work, and this year we have given particular attention to his- 
toric ornament in correlation with the history classes. 

The upper class work includes water-color, charcoal and 
mechanical drawing. Throughout the grades some time is 
given to picture study, two artists being selected for each 
grade. | 

The work in Hopedale shows the efforts of good super- 
visors and teachers. The materials furnished are adequate, 
and the work ought to be kept up to a high standard.

The trustees wish to impress upon the inhabitants of the 
town that a public library is the proper place in which to de- 
posit any manuscript or printed matter of any kind, whether 
book, pamphlet, report, notice, poster, handbill or newspaper, 
that contains any direct or indirect reference to Hopedale. 
If each citizen will bear this in mind and do his share in the 
matter, the library will eventually contain a more complete 
history of our town than can be made in any other way. 

The trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion | 
~ that will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The. trustees of The Bancroft Memorial Library respect- 
fully submit the twentieth annual report. 

With the exception of 1904, this has been the most success- 
ful year in the life of the library. The circulation was 19,- 
879, a little smaller than last year, and this may be accounted 
for by the faet that the hours have been longer at the shops, 
and from reports from other towns and cities we see that 
greater prosperity in business makes smaller circulation of 
books in the libraries. 

During 1905 as in 1904 nearly one fifth of all books 
issued were juvenile, showing what a very important depart- 
ment this is, and we would ask from the parents continued 
and increased interest and co-operation. This department 
has received great care from the librarian and she is always 
prepared to give assistance to the parents in guiding the 
reading of the children, as well here as in every other de- 
partment. The children have been given special instruction 
in finding books, so they may be able later, as well as now, to 
use the library to the greatest advantage. 

The Library Art Club sent us nine exhibits: Australia ; 
Prang platinettes; New Brunswick and Nova Scotia; Four- 
teen famous masterpieces; Representative art; Velasquez ; 
Florence No. 2; Holland and British School in the National 
Gallery. The interest in these exhibits seems sufficient to 
walrant a continuance of our membership in the club. Many 
have visited the library for the sake of these pictures and the 
collections have in most cases been excellent sources of edu- 
cation. 

We had a second exhibition of amateur photography 
and this year proved more successful than the one preceding ; 
309 pictures were exhibited and 804 people visited the library 
during the two weeks of the exhibit—a larger number than 
last year. The exhibitors were J. H. Henry, J. J. Emig, Mr 


102 


and Mrs. F. E. Ball, A. E. Stafford, E. A. Bragg and Warren 
Henry. Many of the pictures were most artistic, some of 
them in colors. The scenes were varied, and they were not 
only of local and personal interest, but many were of national 
interest. 

By reason of the generous gift of Mrs. C. L. Bailey of 
a valuable collection of seventy-two books on technical sub- 
jects, which were put upon the shelves the early part of the 
year, it was thought wise not to purchase more technical 
books during the year. : 

As reported a year ago, an effort has been made to collect 
all possible local history and whatever was written by Rev. 
Adin Ballou. The failing health of Rev. Wm. 8. Heywood 
somewhat retarded the latter, but Mrs. Heywood has already 
contributed some books and intends giving us further assist- 
ance. We shall be very glad of donations of any books or 


pamphlets from his pen and our set of the Practical Christian | 
is far from complete. We would also be grateful for dona-— 


tions of numbers of “Church Home,” for Field Day programs 
1903-1904-1905, and for Roundabout club programs before 
1899, : 

We have had presented us this year by Mr. J. B. Ban- 
croft, who presented the library and its furnishings, a fine 
bookease, made to match the woodwork and the fancy glass al- 


ready in the building. In this we keep certain valuable books 


and collections of pictures now owned by the library. We 
have also received an etching of the famous Canterbury Pil- 
grims by William Hole, presented by Anna M. Bancroft and 
Mary Bancroft Winsor, and this hangs in the trustees’ room. 

During the year we adopted the very common method of 


charging on the card the date «a book is due, instead of date of — 


taking the book, as we had previously done, and find it a 
ereat improvement, as all confusion and misunderstanding of 
dates is thus settled. 

Because of the care of the fountain, which was placed 
with the trustees of the library, it became necessary to have 
a permanent janitor whose full time could be given to the 
work of the library and the fountain. by this plan more 
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careful work can be demanded, the fires can be rin much 
more satisfactorily, and the janitor can assist the librarian by 
doing much work which formerly was done by outside help. 
F, A. Spaulding was secured as janitor, his work has been 
most satisfactory and his services are more and more valu- 
able each month. 

The marriage of Ella Knight and the college work of 
Edith Chichester deprive us of two assistants whose work 
has always been most intelligent and satisfactory. Emma L. 
Davis, Lucy Day and Flora Messinger continue to do able 
work when their services are required. 

The work about the building and the fountain as planned 
by Mr. Manning, the landscape gardener, is not quite com- 
pleted. 

We have added to the library 322 volumes by purchase, 
36 volumes by binding and 156 volumes by gift, a total of 
514 volumes, so by actual count we have upon the shelves on 
the main floor of the building 8223 volumes. 

We report with great pleasure the continuance of the 
services of our able librarian. Miss Sornborger is efficient, 
interested, untiring and deveted, and under her able manage- 
ment the library is a growing power in our town.
